Residents of Orange county con­ 
sume approx imately 600,000 loaves 
of bread every month, according to 
an estim ate made here today by 
George McPhee, county sealer of 
weights and measures. 
This estim ate was baased on fig-’ 
ures released by the division of 
weights and measures of the state 
departm ent of agriculture showing 
that the average individual eats 
approx imately six loaves of bread 
a 
month, 
McPhee 
stated. 
This 
means that there are at least 252,- 
000.000 loaves of bread consumed in 
California each year. 
“This division,” McPhee said to­ 
day, “is empowered to standardize 
weights and m easures of virtually 
all articles of commerce. 
During 
the past two or three years house­ 
hold standards have been estab­ 
lished fo r bread, coal, wood and 
other commodities. 
“The standard loaves 
of bread 
now are six teen 
and 
twenty-four 
ounces. Prio r to the establishm ent 
of these standards, 
which 
were 
made in 19 20, bread was baked in 
sizes to suit the baker, ranging any-

Fiie of Motor Registration News of 
California, when they tried to out­ 
do the 99 per cent increase made 
during the month 
of 
December, 
1922, over that month a year pre­ 
vious. 
They were fortunate, though, to 
show any increase at all, experts 
declared, considering the former 
large jump. 
Bu t in comparing the 
total sales of cars and trucks 
in 
the state during December, 
1923, 
with the corresponding period of 
1922, the News 
found that 
1923 
out-did the former record 
by a 
total of 400 
sales. 
There 
were 
17,363 sales 
last 
December, 
as 
against 16,963 the year prior. 
This 
400 sales increase in the state is 
equivalent to a 2 per cent gain. 


Southern California Leads 


Analyzing the total tales of cars 
end trucks for the northern half 
of the state, the News found a 5 
per cent decrease in that teritory, 
when it fell shy 375 sales of its De­ 
cember, 1922, record. 
The mark 
attained in December, 
1923, 
was 
6390. 
Southern California, as usual can 
boast of the largest increase, the 
peroentage being 7. 
Here dealers* 
found 775 motor car 
and 
truck 
buyers south of Tehachapl. 
The 
totals for the 
Southern 
territory 
read: 
December, 1923, cars and trucks, 
10.973; December, 1922, cars and

Dividing the passenger car and 
commercial vehicle industry, it was 
found that truck sales increased 12 
per cent and passenger cars 1 per 
cent.
